electrician on the train, working for 
an entire day, contrived to rig up a 
rude telegraph 
Instrument, and. 


climbing n telegraph pole, he tapped 
the line, and after much work, sent 
out an appeal for help. 


Two great rotary plows started at 


once from different points along the 
line, and one. after u terrific strug; 
gle with huge drifts, bored It's

through to tho

Drought away n few of the suffering 
passengers Including the man who at- 
tempted to commit suicide, and they 
reached a hospital at St. Paul last 
evening.
